SUM MER-TIME. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE (ISH TIES. 

S1n,—Unless the Irish people wake up very 
soon, ‘within the next few weeks we will have 
our clocks advanced again one hour, in addi- 
tion to the 25 minutes they are already ad- 
vanced against God's time, in order to 
correspond with English time. For the follow- 
ing very reasons J think that, so far as 
the Irish Free State is concerned, the sooner 
our legislators realise that the majority of the 
country are absolutely against the imposition 
of this English war-time emergency Act the 
better. 


(1) Ireland is predominantly an agricultural 
country, and the Summer- Time Act is against 
the interests of the farmers, who, starting 
work by the clock at 5 a.m., are actually doing 
so at the unearthly hour of 3.20 a. m., whi le 
the dew is still cover-ng the ground. 

(2) The majority of the medical profession 
are against it, because they rightly declare 
that the health of our people—especially 
children—is impaired by the operation of the 
Act. 

(3) Even though the native legislators pass 
this Act, a large number of smal! towns and 
country districts refuse to put their time-pieces 
on, and insist on observing God's time and 
none other, with the result that in most dis- 
tricts confusion is the order, as 9 o'clock in 
one town is 10.30 in the next, a few miles 
distant. Commercial travellers know what an 
upset it is to them and how nothing but con- 
fusion reigns supreme in most districts, 

(4) The object of the Act defeats its elf by 
the very fact that peor! e refuse point- blank to 
go to bed until 12 or 1 o'clock, knowing full 
well that the hour then, according to God's 
time, is really only 10.50 or 11.30 p.m. 

It will be well known that the French 
people, who adopted this Act as a wé&r-time 
measure, have dropped it like a hot brick, 
because they find it is a senseless, primitive 
measage, unworthy of being preesed on an 
unwilling people. God only knows that we 
in this “country have sufficient confusion at 
present without its being added to; but so 
surely as the people do not raise their voice, 
and that qdickly, the Act will become an 
accomplished fact. My suggestion is that 
ste in every constituency should write im- 
mediately to their T.D., very strongly pro- 
testing against the imposition of the English 
Summer-Time Act and requesting their 
member to raise the question in the Dail at 
the earliest possible moment.—Yours, etc.,

THE RENT RESTRECTIONS ACT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sra,—The manner in which recent applica- 
tious under the Rent Restrictions Act have 
been dealt with in Dublin Courts proves the 
necessity for combination among owners of 
property. It is difficult enough for owners 
to carry on under the system of restrictions 
at present obtaining; but, when whatever 
small advantages given to them under the 
Act are refused, it becomes impossible for 
owners of property to do anything but get rid 
of their houses at the first available oppor- 
tunity. 

Under Section 2, Sub-section 1 (c), «8 
statutory increase of 15% on the net rent is 
bend to owners of houses to which the Rent 

estrictions Act applies. It is the unanimous 
opinion of the House-owners’ Association that 
a judge should not exercise discretion as to 
whether less than the statutory increase of 
15%, should be given; yet in recent cases 
oniy 5% has been awarded te owners of 
property in Dublin. 

It is the determination of our Association 
to see, at least, that the full statutory mghts 


ure granted to ite members. It is also the 
policy of the House-owners’ Association to 
secure unmediately certain modifications of 


the control imposed by the Rent Restrictions 
Acts, and accordingly a deputation of cur 
Association attended and gave evidence 
recently before the Rent Committee. | think 
that we proved conclusively that, unless some 
rapid transitiona] policy of return to freedom 
of contract were adopted, the housing problem 
would become more and more acute, It is a 
regrettable fact that judges will not—or, 
perhaps, canuot—take into consideration the 
larger issues and direct cousequences involved 
in the apparently simple probiem of awarding 

increases of rent. No doubts in some cases, 

immediate sympathy with the tenant prevents 

realisation of the obvious truth that, just to 
the same extent to which restriction is 
eZercised, the number of houses in the market 
will be also restricted, and in cortsequence the 
very method of the Act defeats its object.—

To-day M. Poincaré, accompanied by his 
principal advisers, both military and poli- 
tical, will leave Paris for Brussels. He 
proposes to discuss the whole problem of 
the Ruhr Valley with his Belgian 
colleague, and it is understood that the 
two statesmen will formulate roughly the 
terms of peace which they will impose on 
Germany ‘when she capitulates. The ques- 
tion of a new treaty with Germany mise 
some interesting issues. At present the 
Treaty of Versailles, for better or worse, 
is the only instrument of peace between 
the Allies and their defeated enemy. Now, 
apparently, the French propose to make a 
totally new treaty, which of necessity will 
abrogate the Treaty of Versailles. The 
new scheme seems to be cut and driéil. 
The French will re-cast the reparations 
clauses; they will grant Germany a 
moratorium in return for certain 
“ pledges,”’ of which the Ruhr Valley will 
be one; they will operate the Rhenish 
tailway system for a period which at 
present is undefined; and, finally, they 
will try to secure perpetual contro! of the 
Saar Basin. Apparently, M. Poincaré 
has forgotten that no change can be 
made in the Treaty of Versailles without 
the consent not only of Germany, but of 
Britain and the United States. Mr. 
Bonar Law drew attention to this fact in 
the House of Commons last week, but it 
seems to have been overlooked by all 
except a smal! section of the French Press. 
From the strict standpoint of international 
law the Brussels Conference will be ultra 
vires,

In the meanwhile events in Germany 
point to anything but peace. Last Saturday 
the murdered bodies of two Frenchmen 
were found in a wood near the town of 
Buer, in the Recklinghausen area. One 
of them was a lieutenant of Foot Chasseurs, 
while the other was the acting station- 
master of the town. The French military 
authorities have taken swift and drastic 
action. They have seized the Burgomaster 
gt Buer, as well as the loca] Chief of 
"Police and two prominent citizens, whom 
they propose to hold as hostages. Further. 
more, they have ordered all cafés and 
cinematograph establishments in the town 
to be closed and have instituted a seven 
o'clock “Curfew.”’ These stern measures 
may have the desired result of checking 


shy further outrages, but organised 
sabotage is becoming more and more 
general. The latest plan is to flood the 


coal mines. The French Government, it 
appears, has made arrangements to import 
miners from Poland to the Ruhr, and to 
essume full control of all the coalfields. 
Naturally, such a scheme, if it were suc- 
cessful, would break the back of Ger- 
many's resistance, and a high German 
official declared yesterday that, 
than allow France to secure the output of 
the mines, the German 
destroy them. The wanton folly of such 
an act, of course, is obvious. It would rob 
France of the fruits of her occupation, hut 
if would result also in the ruin 
hundreds of thousands of German: work- 
people.

The primary reason for the inter- 
vention of the Bank was in order to pre- 
vent the financial crash which was 
threatened as a result of the invasion of 
the Ruhr Valley, but its immediate effect 
was to raise enormously the price of all 
goods for export. Wages and food prices 
were fixed on the basis of the February 
value of the mark, and they have re- 
mained more or less constant; despite the 
rise in the exchange. Naturally, the Ger-

demands. 


Dangerous Advice. 


On Saturday Mr. Robert Smillie, 
President of the Miners’ Federation and, 
perhaps, the ablest Labour-Socialist in 
Britain, addressed a large meeting at New- 
‘castle. Mr. Smillie is a very fair type oi 
the super-working man, and his remarks 
always repay attention Sif they do not 
invoke enthusiasm. “ We,” he declared 
(meaning either the Independent Labour 
Party or Labour generally), “can preach 
no holier message than the discontent of 
our people.” Discontent is, of course, 
divine, and to preach it may be holy; but 
it must be the right kind of discontent 
and it must be preached in the right way. 
Labour has its exact. market value, estab- 
lished by the acid test of a competition 
which primarily exists among the workers 
themselves. If the workman can secure 
Jarger golden eggs without diminishing the 
laying power of his goose, he is right to 
be discontented. All industry, how- 
ever, in civilised countries reached long 
ago the nicely balanced point at which 
the transfer of sa comparatively small sum 
from the profit to the labour account, or 
viet versa, was al] that any strike or lock- 
out could accomplish. Nowadays the 
Labour preacher, looking for an oppor- 
tunity to deliver his holy message, does 
not ssy: “Examine your pay envelope 
and, if the contents are not what 
you think that the firm can afford

be a modern dispenser of holy messages 
to the labouring classes, it is necessary 
to say something far more dramatic—to

Mr. ai and his colleagues declare, 
“not merely because their purchasing 
power dissatisfes you, but because they 
are wages.” This is very dangerous advice, 
if only because the preacher preaches 
theory and the congregation thinks in 
terms of action.

| STATEMENT BY THE

LIVERPOOL, Sundai. 
In connection with the arrests of Irish- 
men and Irishwomen in various parts of 
the country during the week-end, the 
following official statement was issued by 
the Liverpool police to-night :— 


In accordance with a concerted plan, and 
acting on the instructions of the Home 
Office, numerous arrests of Irishmen resi- 
dent in foreign towns were carried out dur- 
ing the course of Saturday nicht. 

The whole of the prisoners were subse- 
quently removed to Liverpool and embarked 
on a British cruiser. 

The arrests were carried out with the 
least inconvenience possible, and wero 
wholly successful, inasmuch as there was 
no resistance, and no public disturbance of 
any kind. 

The arrests numbered between: thirty and 
forty in London; twenty odd in Liverpool ; 
half-a-dozen at Bootle and Birmingham ; 
about a. dozen at Manchester, and single 
arrests at St. Helens, and in towns on the 
East Coast. 

The police forces which effected the 
arrests sent forward their prisoners to 
Liverpool with their own escorts. 
The cruiser upon which the prisoners 

were embarked at Liverpool landing stage 
this afternoon is H.M.S. Castor, whose 
mission in the Mersey during the week-end 
was variously guessed at, but without any 
uninformed person arriving at the truth. 

She set sail between three and four 
o'clock this afternoon for an undisclosed 
destination—presumably Ireland.

Superintendent M‘Manus, of the Civic 
Guard, referred to the great difficulty that 
the authorities experienced in bringing pro- 
ceedings against people who worked sitlls in 
open places. such as commons or bogs. It 
was often an utter impossibility to bring the 
guilt home to the guilty person. 
of arduous work in searching the country- 
side, the Guard would arrive at a still-house 
io find the wash spilled and the worm, the 
most important part of the distilling appara- 
tus, gone, for the reason that the people en- 
gaged in the traffic had adopted a system of 
sigualling which was effective for many 


miles. A kind of secret organisation was 
making itself apparent among illicit dis- 
tillers, with the result that it was almost 


impossible for the Guards to get within five 
or six miles of a still before the operators 
knew of their approach. It was a perfect 
network. No people were immune from the 
evils of the traffic. 

The making of illicit spirits had: become 
so much a part of the life of the people that 
even those who did not actually participate 
or drink the product were not free 
from blame. They were “ hangers on." or, 
in Some cases, signallers. ‘‘ The respectable 
publican is the jackal for the potheen-maker,”’ 
the Superintendent . added. Whenever a 
hovsehold was engaged in the vile business, 
ihe youngest EE a of the family acted as 
g sort of spy or secret service agent, to 
enable the others to escape detection. There 
was also a co-operative system in practice for 
the payment of fines. 

A girl named Sarah Cro$san and a woman, 
Anne Toye, both of Meenavenaghan, 
Quigley’s Point, were each fined ,£10, which, 
application of Mr. R. J. Aiken 
(Messrs. Hamilton and Aiken), who appeared 
for the defendants, was mitigated to £6.

The Queen of the Belgians paid another 
visit, her fourth and probably her last, in 
view of her fortheoming departure, to the 
laboratory where the objects removed from 
Tutankhamen’s Tomb are being treated by 
Mr. Howard Carter and his expert staff. On 
that occasion Mr, Carter opened in her 
presence a black bituminised box, shaped like 
a sentry box, and suspected of being a shrine, 
which J pointed out recently had remained in 
the sealed condition in which it had been 
originally found. 

When the mud seal bearing a jackal and 
nine captives was removed and the folding 
doors were opened the contents revealed a 
fine standard of the tenth nome of Upper 
Egypt. The emblem consists of a snake, 
which the spectators found gazing at them as 
the doors fell back, placed on a pedestal, 
the whole emblem being made of handsomely- 
carved wood, covered with gesso, heavily gilt. 
The snake is a marvel of execution, the body 
and head, which has its eyes encrusted, bein 
very natural, and altogether a most beautif 
piece of work. 

The pedestal bears an interesting inscrip- 
tion in regard to the king and the god of 
the nome. It should be explained that in 
ancient times Egypt was divided into what 
were termed ‘‘nomes,’’ very much like the 
mudiriehs (provinces) of to-day. 
forty-two nomes—twenty-two in Upper Egypt 
and twenty in Lower bhas nd of whicn 
was placed under the protection oí oné par- 
ticular divinity. Generally, when the King 
was buried, emblems of each of the nome 
deities were immured with him, to ensure 
him the protection of all the deities of Egypt. 

The discovery of this emblem of the tenth 


nome of Upper Egypt in this black 
bituminised box makes an interesting sugges- 
tion .in regard to the numbers of similar 


sealed black boxes still to be investigated in 
the depths of the store chamber leading off 
the sepulchral chamber of the tomb, the con- 
tents of which have aroused much speculation, 
“The Times World Copyright—By ar- 
rangement with the Earl of Cernarvon.

PEACE MOVEMENT. 


MR. O’HIGGINS AND THE 
HARTY PROPOSALS, 


Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, Irish Free State 
Minister for Home Affairs, on Saturday made 
a statement to Press representatives with 
reference to the latest peace move, in which 
a letter has been published addressed by the 
Most Rev. Dr. Harty, Archbishop of Cashel, 
and other Munster priests and laymen to Mr. 
Thomas Barry. 

Mr. O’Higgins made it clear that in speak- 
ing generally on Government affairs, as dis- 
tinct from departmental matters, he was ex- 
pressing the considered and unanimous jndg- 
ment of bis colleagues on the Free State 
Executive. 

Mr. O’Higgims said:—‘‘There can be po 
truce on the basis of the proposals which the 
Archbishop of Cashel and others have ad- 
dressed to Mr. Barry, There must be com- 
plete and unqualified acceptance of the right 
of the people to decide all issues arising in the 
politics of the country, and, as a corollary to 
that, weapons of war must be placed in the 
effective custody and control of the people's 
representatives. There will be an election 
this year in Ireland. At that election candi- 
dates will be free to go forward on any pro- 
gramme that seems good to them, and to 
we to the electors for support. War with 

ngland, or Frence, or Russia may then be 
advocated. . Mr. de Valera’s party may appeal 
to the people to burn the Treaty and “' go 


another round.” and the people may, if they 


choose, endoree that programme, and re: 


turn Mr. de Valera’s party with an effective 


majority. Tf that happens, then unques- 
tionably they will be entitled to full control 
of the financial and -military resources of the 
Irish) citizens who would in such 
circumstances attempt to obstruct or to oppose 
them by force would be rebels against a 
native Administration based on the majority 
will of their fellow-citizens. I have no doubt 
whatever that Mr. de Valera would know 
how to deal with them. 

“There can be no more guibbling. We are 
not going back to the position that existed 
between January and June of last year. We 
will not betray democracy to the petro! can. 
The right of the people to control their 
destinies must be recognised. If that is re- 


cognised in good faith, then let Mr. de Valera 


and his friends give up their guns to the 
people and take up their pens for the pre- 
They 
will have guns enough at their disposal if they 
can prevail on the people to accept and en- 
dorse their policy. That is the horse-sense of 
the matter. This Government will not be 
either threatened or cajoled into departing 
from it. This is not going to be a draw, with 
a re-play in the autumn.”

DR. MeCARTAN’S REPLY TO 
MR. O’ HIGGINS. 


Dr. McCartan asks us to publish the follow- 
ing statement :— 

“In his statement published to-day (Satur- 
day), Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, on behalf of the 
Government, declares that the Government 
will not consider the terms which have been 
put forward by the Archbishop of Cashel and 
others. I desire to say that this is not a

MR JOHNSON’S STATEMENT 
IN THE DAIL, 


SOCIAL LIFE MENACED. 


-“ 


Following his. speech in the Dail last Fri- 
day, which has excited much public interest, 
Mr. Thomas Johnson, the Secretary of the 
Irish Labour Party, was asked by an Irish 


kad anything to add regarding the position 
which he had taken up. 

Mr. Johnson said:—In making the state- 
ment yesterday Í meant to say, and I repeat, 
that the issue is not a narrow political one; 
it is not whether any treaty or constitution 
should be maintained or overthrown. These 
concern but the forms of political organisation 
or institution, having for their purpose the 
protection and growth of the social organism. 
They are means: to an end, that end being the 
improvement of ‘human life within the nation. 
People seem to forget the purpose of political 
and social institutions, and by overstressing 
the importance of forms disregard the realities 
which the forms are designed to conserve. 

The attack upon the State has become, in 
fact, an attack upon social life itself: In 
saying that the people must rally to the de- 
fence of the State, Í was not thinMing of the 
defence of any particular form of State or 
constitution, though these may be the outward 
signs of the peaple’s will to an ordered social 
life. I was thinking of the necessity which 
is imposed on every community or associa- 
tion of men to frustrate attempts to break 
down the tissues of the social organism.. An 
attack upon the Government—even an armed 
attack—<loes not necessarily call for a rally 
to the defence of that Government. Society 
may continue though the form of Government 
is changed. But the attack upon the com 
mon life of the people, the economic re- 


sources and means of communication, is a 
very much more vital matter. It is this that 
I had in mind when I said that when the 
people come to realise that the present attack 
is an attack upon the social fabric, they must 
rally in its defence, or cease to exist as a 
nation.

SHOOTING AT DUBLIN 
THEATRE. 


NATIONAL OFFICER WOUNDED 

Commandant Bolster, an officer of the 
National Army, who is-said to be connected 
with the Intelligence Department of Welling- 
ton Barracks, was wounded in a shooting 
affray at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, on 
Saturday night. 

At about 11 o’clock several men rushed out 
of the theatre by the Winter Gardens’ door. 
One of the men, who was bleeding from the 
head, said that an officer had struck him on 
the head with a revolver. 

Almost immediately afterwards a conple of 
shots were fired within the threatre premises. 
A man in civilian clothes staggered out of 
the theatre and fell on the roadway. He was 
beard to say, “ Oh, Frank; I’m shot.” 

A military patrol arrived, and the wounded 
man was recognised as Commandant Bolster. 
He was taken to King George V. (now known 
as St. Brecan’s) Hospital. He was found 
to have been wounded in the foot. He was 
mperated on, and is making satisfactory 
progress, 

Another injured man gave his name as 
James Lynch, aged 25. He is stated to be 
a medical student from Phibsborough. He 
was taken to Mercer’s Hospital, treated for a 
scalp wound, and discharged. 

It is stated that a number of men in the 
theatre had a dispute. Blows were exchanged 
and a couple of revolver shots were dis- 
charged, with the result that Commandant 
Bolster was wounded. 


BIG TELEPHONE SCHEME. 


MEETING OF EXPERTS IN PARIS. 
There will be a conference in Paris to-day 
of European Government technical experts to 


consider a scheme for a European inter- 
national '“through ” telephone system. The 
conference has been called by the French 


Government, and the countries represented at 
it will be France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Belgium, Holland, Spain, Switzerland, 
Morocco, and Algiers. 

It is understood that the conference. will 
first examine the physical possibilities of the 
proposed scheme, and try to arrive at some 
estimate of the volume of traffic which would 
be forthcoming for the support of the system 
if put into effect. These preliminaries may 
occupy three or four days. Further 
conferences would, of course, be necessary if 
it should be decided that the scheme is 
practicable. 

Though Germany has not been invited to 
be represented at the conference, it is wnder- 
stood that British engineers are prepared to 
go into the question of improving the tele- 
phonic communication between Great Britain 
and Germany, either in conjunction with, out 
independently, of the present proposals. 


BOMB THROWN AT GUARD. 


A bomb was thrown and some revolver 
shote were fired at the military guard on the 
Telephone Exchange at Crown Alley, Dublin, 
on Saturday night. 

The bomb was thrown from a roof. It 
struck the wall of the Exchange building and 
exploded, slightly injuring one of the soldiers. 
The guard fired at a man on the roof of a 
building opposite to the Exchange, but he 
escaped.

As a 
matter of fact despite top weight, Kirk- 
harle’s superior class enabled G. Duller to 
keep him ur front the whole of the journey. 

Double Up again proved that he is as smart 
a ‘chaser as he is a hurdler by a very clever 
display in the Garrett Moore Steeplechase. 
He and Charlie Wise rose at each of the two 
last jumps together, but the Weyhill horse 
had the better speed to finish with. 

Tuscan appeared to be much better class
